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The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The specification 
repeatedly refers to a Fig. "2B" (see page 5, line 16; and page 6, line 13), but none of the three 
sheets of drawings in this application appears to contain such a Fig. 2B. Also, the statement in 
lines 13-15 on page 6 of the specification that: " As seen in Figs. 2, 2A and 2B , the lid 20 
interlocks with the ridge 34 to enclose the filler material 70 . . .[emphasis added]" appears to be 
incorrect, since only Fig. 1 shows ridge 34 and filler material 70. Similarly, the statement in 
lines 13-15 on page 6 of the specification that: "In one embodiment illustrated in Figs. 3 and 5 , 
the ridge 43 of the underdrain block 10 includes a flange 35a, 35b . . . [emphasis added]" appears 
to be incorrect, since only Fig. 3 shows block 10 and flange 35 A; and neither of these figures 
shows ridge "43" and flange "35b." Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the invention. The term "a rim sized to interlock with the rim" (claim 23, line 2) is indefinite as . 
to the limitation intended. Furthermore, if Applicant were to change "rim" (second occurrence) 
to "ridge," this claim would still be indefinite as to the limitation intended since parent claim 19 
already recites that the locking means includes a rim which interlocks with the ridge of the 
housing top wall (see claim 19, last two lines). 

Claims 19, 21, 22 and 24-27 are allowed .
